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LAW  AGENT'S  KEPORT. 


The  suit  by  the  Town  of  Berlin  against  the  Town  of  Montpelier,  to  de- 
termine the  settlement  of  a  pauper,  one  Elizabeth  Alexander,  resulted  in 
favor  of  Montpelier,  and  the  town  of  Berlin  has  paid  the  expenses.  The 
suit  of  Robinson  Templeton  against  the  town  has  been  tried  in  the  Su- 
preme Court,  but  as  yet  not  decided.  The  referee  reported  he  was  entitled 
to  recover  one  thousand  dollars,  if  anything,  and  there  is  doubtless  some 
diversity  of  opinion  among  the  Judges  as  to  the  law  applicable  to  the  case. 

The  case  of  E.  D.  Putnam  et  al  against  the  town,  brought  for  the  pur- 
pose of  removing  a  portion  of  the  Arch  building,  was  reported  favorably 
for  the  petitioners  by  the  commissions,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions given  its  officers  by  the  town,  exceptions  were  filed  and  testimony 
has  been  taken  bringing  the  question  directly  before  the  Court. 

No  new  suits  to  which  the  town  is  a  party  or  interested  in  have  been 
brought  during  the  year.

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 


FIRST  ARTICLE  OF  AMENDMENT. 

Sec.  i.  The  Representatives  having  met  on  the  day  appointed  by  law 
for  the  commencement  of  a  biennial  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
chosen  their  Speaker,  and  the  Senators  having  met,  shall,  before  they  pro- 
ceed to  business,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath,  in  addition  to  the 
oath  now  prescribed  :    "You,  do  solemnly 

swear  (or  affirm ;  that  you  did  not  at  the  time  of  your  election  to  this  body, 
and  that  you  do  not  now,  hold  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  author- 
ity of  Congress,  so  help  you  God,  (or  in  case  of  affirmation,)  under  the 
pains  and  penalties  of  perjury." 

Sec.  2.  The  words  "office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  authority  of  Con- 
gress" shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  office  created  directly  or  indirectly  by 
Congress,  and  for  which  emolument  is  provided  from  the  treasury  oi  the 
United  States.

SECOND  ARTICLE  OF  AMENDMENT. 

Sec.  i.  The  Secretary  of  State  and  Auditor  of  Accounts  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  the  freemen  of  the  State  upon  the  same  ticket  with  the  Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor  and  Treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


The  schools  of  the  town  have  been  exempt  from  any  grave  sickness,  such 
as  swept  through  them  in  the  preceding  school  year,  though  two  have  been 
interrupted  by  a  run  of  minor  difficulties.  The  teachers  have  also  had 
good  health,  though  Misses  Elizabeth  F.  Sweet  and  Julia  M.  Houghton 
have  suffered  some  interruption  in  their  work.  Miss  Alice  H.  Guernsey 
substituted  acceptably  for  the  former.  One  school  underwent  six  changes 
in  the  year,  from  causes  which  could  not  have  been  anticipated.  It  is  now 
working  satisfactorily. 

The  schools  in  the  three  out-lying  districts  have  done  well.  The  build- 
ings are  reasonably  convenient  and  sufficient  for  the  comfort  of  those  in  at- 
tendance. I  have  made  suggestions  that  better  blackboards  and  reference 
books  be  provided.  It  is  not  possible  to  furnish  too  much  blackboard  room, 
and  it  seems  absurd  to  find  glazed  wooden  blackboards  in  a  region  where 
slate  of  good  quality  is  in  such  abundance.  The  use  of  blackboards  is  too 
obvious  to  need  argument  here.  I  find  that  they  make  scholars  better  in 
map  drawing,  more  proficient  in  writing,  and  noticeably  neater  and  more 
careful  where  good  accommodations  for  such  work  are  given.  The  board 
work  is  before  scholars  and  visitors,  while  that  on  paper  mainly  comes  un- 
der the  eye  of  the  teacher.  For  other  reasons  which  I  might  name,  liber- 
ality in  this  direction  is  real  economy. 

The  roll  of  teachers  is  as  follows  :  Principal,  J.Raymond  Brackett; 
Preceptress,  Mary  P.  Sturgis  ;  Assistant,  Flora  M.  Terrill ;  Lucia  M.  Al- 
vord,  Leila  A.  Webster,  Etta  S.  Chamberlain,  Martha  E.  Abbott,  Julia  M  ■ 
Houghton,  and  Elizabeth  F.  Sweet,  of  the  Union  district. 

Miss  Sturgis  took  the  place  of  Miss  Helen  M.  Reynolds;  Miss  Alvord, 
of  Miss  Ella  F.  VanDeusen  ;  Miss  Webster  of  Miss  Hattie  I.  Joslin.  and 
Miss  Chamberlain  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Joslin.  While  the  loss  of  these  faith- 
ful and  experienced  ladies  is  to  be  regretted,  the  new  teachers  have  done 
admirable  work. 

Misses  Rose  L.  Sumner,  Eva  G.  Cummins  and  Emma  J.  Grout  are  the 
present  teachers  in  numbers  six  and  seven  and  "the  Nutt  District.'1  Their 
schools  have  been  well  conducted. 

The  Superintendent  feels  as  if  he  were  not  a  competent  critic  of  profes- 
sional teachers.  He  has  never  "wielded  the  birch"  himself,  and  methods 
have  changed  materially  since  he  was  a  subject  of  that  sceptre.  He  has 
expended  more  time  than  in  the  former  year,  when  he  gave  as  little  attten- 
tioo  as  was  possible  in  compliance  with  imperative  and  formal  duties.  His 
observation  tells  him  that  there  is  an  honest  effort  to  do  faithful  work  by 
every  teacher.  Sonic  parents  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  course 
of  study  is  overloaded,  and  that  scholars  are  pressed  too  hard.  Consider- 
ing the  requirements  of  progress,  and  that  so  many  are  early  withdrawn 
from  school  and  put  at  work,  he  cannot  assent  to  this  view;  while  hi'  ad- 
mits that  in  certain  cases  delicate  scholars  ma\  have  carried  too  much  bur- 
den, which  is  inseparable  from  any  school  system. 

The  spring  examination  generally  finds  twenty  candidates, al  the  h  ast, 
for  certificates  to  teach.  Some  come  in  "to  try;"  others  to  "sec  the  papers/1 

and  some  with  the  consent  of  Superintendents  of  towns  in  Other  counties. 
At  the  last    meeting  of  the    Washington  County  Superintendents,  it  was 
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agreed  that  no  certificates  from  other  towns  in  the  county  should  be  indors- 
ed. For  economic  reasons  I  have  consented  to  examine  candidates  from 
other  places,  not  intending  to  teach  in  this  town.  It  has  seemed  unjust  to 
refuse  to  receive  such  persons,  especially  when  studying  in  town,  and  put 
them  to  serious  inconvenience  also.  But  the  pressure  in  the  time  allowed 
has  been  such  that  to  pass  intelligently  on  the  papers,  I  have  had  to  call 
Mr.  Brackett  to  my  aid,  that  a  decision  might  be  made  promptly  and  justly. 
Without  such  help  it  would  be  impossible  to  do  so.  No  certificate  has 
been  issued  unless  fairly  earned.  And  while  some  hard  cases  have  come 
up,  the  rule  has  been  stoutly  adhered  to,  that  a  certificate  from  this  town 
should  represent  more  than  the  formal  appearance  of  a  person,  or  the 
favor  of  the  examiner,  attesting  scholarship  fully  up  to  the  minimum  mark 
demanded.  Very  few  certificates  have  ranged  as  low  as  seventy  per  cent- 
um, the  average  going  over  eighty  and  ninety,  with  some  well  up  towards 
perfect. 

If  any  school  has  been  faulted  in  which  the  head  held  a  certificate  from 
Montpelier,  its  cause  cannot  be  laid  to  the  scholastic  acquirements  of  who- 
ever held  it.  It  is  falsehood  to  license  incompetency,  and  it  is  no  charity 
even  to  a  needy  person,  much  less  to  those  over  whom  she  will  be  put,  to 
send  out  any  one  as  a  pensioner  on  the  public  school  system,  which  is  not 
meant  for  purposes  of  charity,  or  to  aid  the  self-respecting  under  false  pre- 
tences. The  scholars,  as  well  as  the  would-be  teacher,  must  be  regarded 
merciful]  y.
